Probably  Brother  Jud  didn't  know  how  true  his  words  were 
when  he  said  in  1974,  "I've  got  several  good  years  left  in  me 
yet  and  I  want  to  give  them  to  God."

Brother  Jud  was  Business  Manager  of  Saint  Leo  Abbey,  trea- 
surer of  the  National  Assembly  of  Religious  Brothers  and  direc- 
tor of  Florida's  Benedictine  Oblates. 

He  was  also  the  beloved  Moderator  of  Delta  Phi  Delta  Sorority

Marathon  Run 

for 

Scholarship  Fund 
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Four  Saint  Leo  students  encountered  many  hazards  while 
participating  in  a  marathon  run  to  raise  money  for  the 
Alumni  Scholarship  Fund. 

These  athletic  students  jumped  over  snakes,  avoided  alliga- 
tors, dashed  through  thunderstorms,  and  were  nearly  struck 
by  lightning  in  their  struggle  to  accomplish  their  150  ML. 
run. 

Making  the  two  day  marathon  run  from  Vero  Beach  to  St. 
Leo  College  were  James  Daly  III,  a  senior  pre-med  student 
from  Savannah,  Ga.,  and  long  distance  runner;  Robert  Mor- 
ris, a  physical  education  major  from  Burnt  Hills,  N.Y.,  also  a 
long  distance  runner;  Frank  Maio  Jr.,  a  junior  from  Chicago 
with  a  concentration  in  criminology;  and  Kelly  McGough,  a 
sophomore  from  Greensboro,  N.C.,  majoring  in  business 
administration.
